25.—Chief Justice Chase 
this morning decided that the’ iron-clad oath 
si ould not be administered to grand a peer 
as it rather hindered than furthered the ends 
of justice.

We were not a little diverted the other 
day at a semi-serious, semi-jocular remark, 
made by one of our old merchants in the 
counting-room of the CouRrER-JouRNAL 
office. He had called to complete an ar- 
rangement for advertising, and was fright- 
ened at the array of figures set down in 
our tariff schedule. “Why, d—n it!” says 
he; “You think, because you've got a mo- 
nopoly, you can charge just what you 
please!" He added im the same vein, that 
he believed he would start a paper of his 
own, 80 as to divide the business and make 
advertising come cheaper. Heclearly mis- 
conceived the whole nature of the case, 
and, as his misconception is a very common 
one, it may be-worth our while to look a 
little into the question. 

Why do you advertise at all? Obviously 
to present your wares to the public. What 
is the first essential to the success of this 
project for reaching the public? The 
greatest number? of readers,’of course. Very 
well; now which is cheapest, two dollars a 
square to a first-class journal going to fif- 
teen or twenty thousand readers daily, or 
one dollar a square to three second-rate 
journals with an average daily circulation 
of tight or ten thousand all told, or three 
or four thousand a-piece, which is consid- 
ered a fair circulation for four-fifths of the 
second-class papers of the country? Money 
is saved by paying the one round price as 
against the three lesser prices; and the rea- 
son the first-class paper cannot afford to 
charge less, is that each square of its space 
covering just so much paper, which is very 
expensive, and going to such a vast num- 
ber of subscribers daily, which multiplies 
the expense, forces the proprietors to such 
large outlays that they must make corre- 
sponding charges in order to sustain their 
own business engagements. Nothing is 
simpler than this, yet nothing isso general- 
ly misunderstood. 

No paper can hope to circulate extensive- 
ly unless it distances all competition in 
point of news excellence. News is very 
costly. Great sums of money are required 
to obtain it. Especially in a city of the 
size of this is concentration of patronage 
necessary to support a first-class .news- 


Louisville demands a journal equal to 
the leading journals of Cincinnati, Chicago 
and St. Lous. But it forgets the difference 
of population between us and those cities, 
and it does not consider the fact that the 
papers of Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 


,Louis charge almost double the advertising 


rates which are charged by the CourrEer- 
JOURNAL. It was precisely this which 
brought about the consolidation of the two 
papers.

In the above we have cropping out the 
same spirit that has from the first been the 
distinguishing feature of the Radical party.

That this is the feeling of business men, 
capitalists and financiers there is abundant 
proof. Caution, indefinitely intensified 
will be the watchword until all questions 
Wffecting commercial and financial affairs 
ere definitely settled. In this settlement is 
involved the condition of the South. Her 
enfranchisement, politically and socially, 
must precede the development of her vast 
resources. The Radical party must relax 
its grasp upon her throat, take its beak 
from out of her heart,and lift its heel from her 
prostrate form, before national prosperity 
will again gladden our eyes. 


Advertising. 
If the elder Disraeli is to be trusted, the 
first advertiser was a certain Hervey, a 
haberdasher of Charing Cross, who discov- 
ered the trick by accident and grew rich 
off it. But there wasa long period of 
commercial darkness after 1672, when 
Hervey died, at Chelsea. Indeed, adver- 
tising did not become a distinct branch of 
mercantile economy until the beginning of 
the present century; and it is not even 
now very generally understood outside of 
the great cities. 
An advertisement in a newspzper is like 
a sign-board in a street. It is placed there 
in each instance to let the public know 
that such and such articles of traffic are to 
be had within the place of business so de- 
scribed. Two considerations, and two only, 
are to be looked to in both cases. The first 
has reference to the style of the sign-board, 
or advertisement; for it is desirable to have 
it unique and attractive, so that it may 
be as conspicuous to thepublic eye, as pos- 
sible. The second has reference to its loca- 
tion; shall it be hung out in a. principal 
thoroughfare, or upon a by-way? Thus 
one enterprising dealer builds-or rents an 
imposing house upon a crowded street and 
covers it with decorations and gay signs at 
great cost, of course. It pays him. He 
likewise, following up the same line of rea- 
eoning, advertises extensively, which is no 
less expensive. He selects the best 
location he can get without 
gard to expenses; he selects the 
most popular newspaper. To

lating the other, and both striving to turn 
an honest penny by legitimate enterprise. 
The thing was preposterous. Louisville 
demands a first-class newspaper. The 
business of bouisville is not able to sup- 
port two. We therefore secured that 
which is a public necessity by the only 
possible means which could be adopted, that 
is by aunion of two large and increasing: 
but insufficien t circulations, and a concen- 
tration of the really limited advertising 


| patronage of the city and the period. 


If this be a monopoly—which it is not 
by any manner of means—then it is one of 
those exceptional cases where every busi- 
ness man and every reader is interested in 
perfecting and sustaining it. A great daily 
paper is a necessity to the present and the 
future of Louisville. As far as our com- 
merce is concerned it might as well be no 
paper at all if it does not circulate exten- 
sively beyond our little orbit. But in or- 
der to circulate extensively it must be 
really and actually a great, representative 
organ of the times, and in order to be this, 
it must spend sums of money, which noth- 
ing short of concentrated advertising pat: 
ronage will supply. Circulation, of itself, 
does not pay. It procures advertising, 
which, combined with circulation, does 
pay, each, in a certain sense, producing the 
other. 

A merchant gives $5,000 a year for a shop 
on Fourth street. Why does he do so? He 
can get a better on Second street, or 
Green street, for $3,000. He takes the 
Fourth street house because Fourth street 
is a thoroughfare. So it is with adver- 
tising. The paper that goes to the largest 
number of readers makes for its advertisers 
a universal thoroughfare. Its outlays are 
great and its charges must correspond 
thereto; and this is the interest of the ad- 
vertiser as much as it is the interest of the 
newspaper. The entire transaction‘is one of 
dollars and cents, of business calculation, of 
mutual profit. Every day it is becoming 
more and more of ascience. Newspapers 
can no longer spring up like mushrooms in 
a night; and the shrewdest and most saga- 
cious dealers understand best how to han- 
dle the mysteries of advertising. They 
invariably grow rich, and they are invari- 
ably liberal, never counting the costs, but 
asking only “which is the best medium? 
which goes to most readers’ Where shall 
I swing my sign-board? Where is the 
thoroughfare that leads into every house- 
hold and counting-room, goes on every 
train of cars, travels by every steamer and 
stage-coach, is most taken by old and 
young, rich and poor, Democrats, Republi- 
cans, in short, by all? Show me this and I 
need no further information.” 

You may advertise anything from a 
horse-shoe to a patent pill, from a_ barrel 
of whisky to a daily newspaper. No 
house in Louisville advertisés as exten- 
sively or spends so much money in adver- 
tising itself as the CovunrrerR-JoURNAL. 
Next to us come those dealers who are 
mest prosperous. So it goes; and when 
the time comes which will en&ble us to 
double our size and treble our charges, it 
will indicate not only that we are prosper- 
ous, but that Louisville is prosperous. This 
is 4n undeviating rule all the world over. 
The house that advertises largest is most 
prosperous. The city that advertises largest 
is most prosperous. Advertising means busi- 
ness.‘It implies enterprise on the part of trad- 
ers.It implies activity on the part of trade. 
But no man can force the times. These 
things settle themselves in their own way; 
and our only motive forsuch an essay as 
this is to demonstrate the principle which 
lies at the bottom of a system so generally 
misconceived. To be sure we should be 
glad ifany writing of ours tended to stim- 
ulate business for our own sake, as well as 
for our neighbors. But our main purpose is 
to keep before the public mind the rea] na- 
ture and drift of journalism as it affects the 
public credit and the public purse. The 
CoURIER-JOURNAL is conducted, as banks 
are, for the benefit of its shareholders; but 
it is not a stipendiary upon the popular in- 
dulgence. It is as much a necessity as any 
railroad leading out of Louisville, and, 


while duly mindful and grateful, it seeks , 


to return all its obligations with interest, 
compounding every year.

ARTILLERY. 


The Ordnance Experiments—Effect of 
the Firing—Description of the Tar- 
gets. 

ForTRESS Monroe, Nov. 20.—The boar! 
who are conducting the experimental firings, 
which consists of Major General J. G. Ber- 
nard, Presiden ¥; Generals Wright, Tower, and 
Cullum; Gene Reese as Secretary, did 
not resume conch eo until nearly noon to- 
day, as they were engaged in, consultation 
upon the results effected the day before. 

For the entertainment of the large number 
of prominent officers whoare here for the pur- 
poee of witnessing these experiments, Major 
Gencral W. F. Barry, commanding the Artil- 
lery School,fheld a review of the troops under 
his command at 10 o’clock this morning. aj. 
Gen. A. A. Humphries, Chief of Engineers U. 
8. A., being the senior oflcer present, reviewed 
the troops; after which the battalion was made 


‘to execute the various movements of the drill. 


At 11 o’clock the party, which had been in- 
creased by several new arrivals, among whom 
were noticed General Rodman and Colonel 
Moidecia, of the Ordnance Department, pro- 
ceeded up the beach to the scene of the recent 
de: truction and commenced making arrange- 
ments for demolishing the target on the ex- 
treme right of the line next the bay. This 
taryet is peculiarly Prima oy and. is the re- 
sult of a number of improvements. The em- 
brasure is about three feet square, a brick par- 
apet on one side, a brick arch overhead, and a 
stone pillar on the right side. The face of the 
target is about fifteen feet h —_ by ten or 
twelve feet in breadth. This is composed of 
twelve inch wrought iron, of the finest quality, 
while just above and below the embrasure is 
a heavy iron plate, six or Tinchesin thickness 
lumodiately fa in the center of the target. The 
sidcs of the target are each supported by up- 
right pillars ot wrought iron, twelve by fifteen 
inches in thickness, to which the front plate of 
the target is firmly riveted, the whole being 
supported by masonry of the most solid char- 
acter. The first shot struck the target on the 
left hand side, near the embrasure, maki 
deep hole in the iron and cracking one of 
upright posts in the’ rear which su 
The second was a conical shot, and strack the 
extra lower plate near the corner, knocking the 
corver off and glancing off and doit 
damage to the stone pillar. The thi 
etruck the lower extra plate in the center, 
breaking it in two, and also some heavy rivets 
with which it was fastened to the main a 
The fourth and last shot struck upon the u 

Feng penetrating it very deep, crac en 
og pillar which supported ~3 and injuring the 
arch and masoury badly. closed the ex- 
periments for the day. 

To-morrow the board will probably fry the 
eflect of these heavy guns on the Guelss tow- 
er, which has not yet been touched. 

The experiments thus far go to show that 
the most powerful obstructions that the art of

IN ASHES. 


{From the Nashville Banner, 25.] 


From Mr. W. F. Hampton, Mail Agent on | 


the Nashville and Northwestern Railroad, we 
gether the following particulars of a destruc- 
tive conflagration which took place at Dres- 
den, Monday night. Mr. Hampton was in 
Dresden during the fire. He says that it was 
the work of an incendiary, and originated just 
after 12 o'clock, between Meadows’ store and 
an old doctor's shop, used by him as a ware- 
Louse, which were about two and a half feet 
apart. The fire gained such headway that 
within the space of four hours the buildings 


| on the west side of the square had been en- 
| tirely consumed. 


The place where the fire originated was in 
the center of the west side of the square, and 
the flames traversed the buildings from right 
to left, so that those on each corner were burnt 
at the same time. With the exception of two, 
they were from twenty-five to forty years old 
and were as dry as kindling w 

The seene produced by the confiagration was 
most gorgeous, surpassing in grandeur any- 
thing which had ever been witnessed in that 
locality. A dead tree, standing a quarter of a 
mile away, was set ov fire by some of the 
sparks. any of the houses were covered 
with wet blankets and men stood watch on the 
house tops with brooms to sweep off the glow- 
ng coals which fell in fiery showers

The Church Music of the Future. 

Tbe London Orchestra, an excellent au- 
thority in musical matters, discusses the q ue. 
tion of the church music of the future @; 
follows: 

“It is a bard and perhaps not a plea ant 
lesson for bishcps, deans and canons to | arn 
‘—that of being assured that there is and can 
be no service now-a-days without music being 
the first and necessary consideration—but 
learned it must be, sooner or later, by these 
distinguished gentlemen. Perhaps the sale to 
the amount of four millions of one modern 
bymnal may tend in some degree to open 
their eyes and direct their judgment. During 
the past week thousands and thousan‘s of 
hymn-loving fulk bave been crushed together 
ai the opening of the new church of St. Mary 
Magdalene, in the Harrow road. The great 
inicrest ‘has been the new hymns, although we 
co not aj] together fall into ecstacies with the 
lyrics of the Rey. Dr. Monsell. Hymns of 
ten and twelve stanzas are much too long to 
be good, but Londoners, in the days of Queen 
Elizabeth, trolled out with all cheerfulness 
psalms of greater length—and the new congre- 
gation of the Rev. Mr. West, in the Harrow 
road, do not complain. His church is truly 
one of the future—ior it has no endowment— 
is one of rare beauty and high cost, and its 
dai-y services arecommunion at 7, at 8. matins 
at 10, communion at 11, evening song at 5, 
and compline at 8 Without music such 
things could not be, and with music such 
oo are not likely to die. 

ere has heen an attempt made to check 
all this outburst of song. Archdeacon Words- 
worth is, as our readers know, a poet, and has 
mede a hymn-book of his composing: Follow- 
ing the example of an Archbishop of York, of 
the past bishops of London, of Lichfield. of 
Salisbury, of Chester and other dignitaries, 
the archdeacon has also made a collection of 
bymns for the use of rish churches. In 
this he has been followed by the Dean of Can- 
terbury, and we have all heard of the new 
York hymnal and the forthcoming Sarum. 
The archdeacon’s book enjoys high patronage, 
the late Archbishop of Canterbury approved 
of it, and the Bishops of London and w inches- 
ter approve of it. But the people do not; 
they use other hymn-books, Harland’s , Mer- 
cers, Windle’s, the 8. P. C. K.’s and ‘Hymns 
Ancient and Modern.’ The archdeacon — 
fers with the Bishop of Oxford and Dr. Wi 
berforce consults Sir Robert Phi'limore, his 
chancellor. Sir Robert Phillimore not long 
ago decided that po hymn could be sung be- 
fore the communion, no ‘Kyrie Eleison” sung 
after a commandment, and, in fact, had denu- 
ded the great office of the Church of nearly all 
its music. Of course the chancellor declared 
thatall new hymn books were illegal, and 
that no parish priest could lawfally bring any 
such on ection into use in a parish churc 

a this Dr. Phillimore flies in the 
face of all Catholic usage and all fact simce 
the days of the reformation. The hymns 
never left the Chapels Royal, and they exist in 
manuscript to this day. Archbishop Cranmer 
tiled to arrange the’Latin bymns; and, when 
regretting his failure, says he leaves it to 
other hands, and never once hints at their dis- 
us‘d. He says he only left off that others 
might do better. A church without hymas is 
no church atall, andachurch pretending to 
be Catholic withont hymns, is a perfect satire 
npon the term, Betteris a church with all 
y ossible medizva} corruptions and all imagin- 
abie innovations than a church shorn of hym- 
nody. Queen Elizabeth enjoined the singing 
of bymne, and her successors have never con- 
tradicted or ignored her injunctions. It was 
in virtue of these royal injunctions that the 
stiff old Jacobite parson sung the Act of Par- 
lament as a ballad; be could not conscientious- 
ly read it, as an edict from authority, but he 
toned down its ascerbity by means of the clerk 
and choristers. 

* “The musicians made Luther and 
his communion, they made John Calvin and 
his communion, they made Knox and bis fra- 
ternity, and the foreigners attewpt:d our 
metrical Psalter,but until out cathedral orgaa- 
ists : —e in the Psalter had no hold over the 
national mind. Catholicism teaches dogma 
through creeds and hymns, antipbons, litanies 
and psalms; the several communions pre 
metrical hymns; and dogma without so 
music is of short iufluence and of short ife. 
The musician need not fear the Church of the 
future—whether state, free, triarchal or 
otherwise. The musician has been invariably 
called in at every impertant change or advance 
in the progress of the Church, and he is now 
more actively engaged than ever. All he 
necds is-the good will of the poor. and the 
place in which they assem So long as 
Convocation cares not for music, the musician 
will not care for Convocation: and hitherto 
the musician bas had a hundredfold more of 
power than Convocation. The musician has 
cone something—Convocation has done voth- 
ing. The Roman Church has its own music; 
the English Church has not. The musician in 
this matter claims the right of private judg- 
ment, and interprets the creed and the hymn 
as he pleases. His interpretation may lead tu 
tituali:sm or to rationalism, or even to infi- 
celity, for as he believes or disbelieves so will 
be his music, and eventually so will be the be- 
lief or non-belief of his hearers. Worship is 
‘the tunning at the door,’ and if the tuner 
forgets not where he stands, and what is the 
other side of the door, it will be well with 
him and all of those forming the Church of 
the Fuiure ”’
